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OOKING back the other Day upon all 
the Papers, which have appear'd under the 
Tice of Examiner, 1 could not Trace, with 
the moft imparrial Fye, any one Puaffige, 
that the moft Malicious of my Readers oughe 
to Tax with a Criminal Warmch and Severity; wath- 
out firft owning themfelves to be Members and Abet- 
tors of that Fuchon, againft which | have fo long held 
up my Pen. When hey freely come into this Ac- 
knowledgment, thet they have my hearty Leave'to go 
on Railing and Menaeing : I glory in the Provocation ; 
and defire to make no Paterelt and meet no Favour, 
among the Enemies of the Government. If, gftead 
of Threats and Hl Language, Clamour and Sedirion, 
they would condefcend to State their Grievances aid 
Jealoufies calmly, and would bear to be Reaforr'd 
with, fomething might be done towards a Reconcilia- 
tion. But tho’ Peace at home be now the moft defire- 
able Blefling, and abfolutely neceffiry to the Coninion 
Safety, yet they will not fhew any Inclinations of 
coming into it, exclufive of a few defperate. Leaders, 
who will confent to no Peace at all, where the Go- 
verriment is to prety the Articles : And therefgre I 
o onto oppofe them with an honeft Zeal, byr with 
I the Deferetce and Tenderiefs imaginable, sowards 
thofe, who have feen thro’ the Delufions contrived 
by artful Men, and will go their Lengths no further. 
Whatever Pretences may be advane’d by Turbulent 
and Seditious Spirits, for keeping the Rage of Parties 
awake, and maintaining the Band of Malecontents 
in clofe Order, till a proper Seafon {hall call them 
forth to Ation, fill the difference between Fatlion 
and Government is impoffible to be conceal’d: And our. 
Enemies, by their Behaviour, open many Eyes every 
Day: labouring to convince us, that they are not fo 
much concern’d to pafs for Goud Subjects as good Par'y- 
mtn; efpecially not in their Opinion, to whom they 
allow no Marks of Authority, and will give no other 
Proofs of Submiflion, but ftrenuoufly oppofing them, 
and continually croffing upon all their Undertakings. 
The Original Quarrel was the Exercife of the Royal 
Prerogative in the Choice of Servants: Which 
undoubted Right hath been fo far call’d in Que- 
flion ever fince, as to create a General Difaffection; in 
a Sett of Men amongft us, which for fome Years hath 
fhew'd it felf in a thoufand Jvert-aéts of Violence and 
Diforder: Tho’ the Deliverances we have met with, 
and the Bleffings we now enjoy (Bleflings, which we 
have long Panted for, and could very hardly have fub- 
fifed to this Time, without them) have abundantly 
confirm’d the Royal Choice, and reftor’d a General 
Quiet and Serenity all over Great Britain ; except om 
ly in thofe Placcs, where the more immediate Struggle 
for Intereft and Temporal Advantage is carried on 
and fomented, This Grievnce (I am atham‘d to {peak 
in their Language) hath never been forgiven fince ; 
and the Refentment is pufh’d to fuch a Height, that 


| Modcration,. even towards our Superiors, is grown 


fomewhat lef than a Name; and every thing, that 
looks like Peace, is branded with the odious Epithets 
of Treacherous, Unfafe and Dijbonourabie, 1 do not ag- 
gravate Matters; nor have yet Jearn’d of our Enemies, 
to Sufpecd and Imagine we are in Danger, upon any 
remote Surmifes, or fplenatick Vifions. “Tis anvazing 
to me, that any of thofe Mca should be fo biarty as 


“to Difown the Name of Faéfion, when if there ever 


was fuch a‘Political Diftemper in the World, the 
Marks ‘are certainly upon them. Is there one Step 
the Government ‘hath taken, ever fince the Change of 
the Miniffry, which they have not Slander’d? What 
Falfhioods and Calumnits have they urrer'd and dit- 
pets'd in Rumours and Seditivie Libels ; long fince de- 
tected, and not yet, Repented of ? How have they 
Strack at and Reyilid’ ally who have had the conz- 
_tiendable Bravery to appear in Behalf of cle Govern- 
ment? And openly adher'! to its greatcit Enemies? 
They are nor at Unity with any Part of the Consticu- 
tion, nor are held together by any Tyes or Ligamcnes, 
buat fach as go t9 the formiiig oF aConfpiricy. Anieift 
all their teazing Infolence, and repeated Provoca- 
tions, the Britijb Lyyn would fain lie dowarto ref 
and repofe himfeil, after a Jang Courfe of Fatigues, 
and ‘rovitig up and down ia diflant Wilds and Porictis, 
where he met with little. Prey and much Slauvlyrer: 
But the more he is Tired, and the more inelined to be 
Gentle anid Paffive, the more they Worry and Inteft 
him; and all his faithful Keepers, who ftand round to 
Guard and Watch him, and who have procur’d him 
this Interval of a Slumber, are continually Harifs'd and 
Annoy’d, By every wild Beaft of the Field, that has 
Teeth, or Fangs, or Subtiiry to do Muthief. The Me- 
thod, in which thefe People procced to Arengthe: 
their Faction, and make ita Match for A sthorizy, is fick 
by taking the Common Caufe out of thofe Hands, 
which are _moft proper to be employ'd abour it; and 
then by placing it there, where al Pretcice of Right 
ceafes by their manner of Exerting it. “Tis not now 
a Right of Petitioning, that is contended for; burt a 
Right to Clamour and Infulr. “Tis nor the Rigbr of 
Complaining of Grigwances, but of Forging and Iivent- 
ing them. Peace, of any Sort, is made to Sound like 
a hated Name; and he, who can Inflame and Divide 
is the only Patriot. Pop:ry and Slavery, our Erernal, 
Irreconcileable, Common Enemies, are now f.ppofed to 
have a formidable Party amongft us ; and me Crown, 
Church, and Miniffry, are 1eprefented as Confpiring 
againtt the Natural Diétates of Self-Intereft and Seif- 
Prefervation, to their own utter Deftrution. Whilf 
Men are afraid of Shadows, tlicy run inro all the Sub- 
ftance of real Evil and Differvice to the Publick: Or 
if thefe Shadows are truly Monfters, yet they are Mon- 
fters at a vaft Diftance, and to whom our Land is In- 
habitable. Our Farmers and Rufticks might as well be 
Jealous of having a Race of Bears and Tygers brought 
over from Rufis or Africk, to prey upon our Flocks 
and Herds, and lay waite our Country. The betrer to 
fupport thefe unaccountable Surmifes, the Party, who 
teel and tafte the Lenity and Goodnefs of their Gover- 
nors, do yet affe& the moft objftinate Abfurditics, and 
contradist every Senfe about them, to Blacken and AG 
perfe the Authors of their Happinefs. They inngine 
and give out, that no Tyes of Comfcieuce, Honour, 
Duty and Intereft, are ftrong enough to hold them ; 
and that they mean in Oppofition to whatever they 
Say, and Swear, and Do: Whereby they violate the 
Ends of Society, out of an unaccountable Zeal for Go- 
vernment. They will neither Give nor Take any Satif- 
fiction ; and prepofteroutly expect a new Favour in 
return for every Provocation ; as if they were notte 
be meddied aivh, becaufe rey ave ZUR b0 Change,

whatever Subjeéts I have touch'd upon, or what- 


33> ever Expreflions | have dropt, either concerning Things 
~F~ or Perfons, they were mean‘d if Oppofition only to 


Faétion, and to thofe, who more or lefs have abetted 
its Jatere/s without any fly Regard either to perfonal 
Attachnients, or perfonal Animofity : And I defire the 
Offence may go along with the preper Object. But 
fince it is now become abfolutely Neceflary that this 
quarrelfome Scene fhould be clos’d; fince it is time to 
look up to the Rightful and Lawful Judge of our un- 
happy Differences, none fhall be more forward than 
my {elf to propofe the Lodging an Appeal before a 
Wife, a Good, and Gracious Queen, and the throwing 
al] our unhappy Differences at Her Feet ; in Teftimony 
of our Joy for Her happy Recovery, and as a means 
to reflore our Selves to Health, after a much longer 
and dangerous Indifpofition. I fhould be glad to fee 
thofe, who Compliment me with an Accufation of 
having t00 much Loyalty, thew enough Loyalty to join 
in this reafonable Application. She hath long feen, and 
bewail'd, and experienc’d our’ Differences ; and how- 
ever we may prefume to know our Selves, She cer- 
tzinly Loves us more than all the Powers upon Earth 
have done befides. The General Foy to fee Her again, 
wus only capable of an Addition, from the Satisfattion 
of Hearing Her Speak from the Throne. “Tis a hope- 
ful Symptom to obferve the People catch greedily at 
thofe Salutiferous Words, and lay them to Heart; as 
an Antidote againft all the Poifon, that is dealt about 
from the Pre/s. 

_ After this, how fhall we liften to an Idle Rumour, a 
Foolith Pampbiet; or be Charm’d with the Voice of 
F-ttion 2? To fufter the Impreffions of the Royal Advice 
to give way to any fuch trifling Amufements, is a high 
Dithonour to Mayeffy ; and a Wronging of that Judg- 


ment, which proceeds from a Heart, in the Hands of 


tie Almighiy. What is fpoken to our Reprefentatives, 
we have all a Right to Profit by. Muft it not be the 
mott feafonable and —s Relief imaginable, to a 
People wearied and burden’d with a Confuming Land- 
Wir, to have tne Blefling of Peace brought home to 
mthe; a Safe, Honourable, and Advantageous Peace; now 
enlary’d and made more General, by the Additional 
Treaty with Spain : Whereby Commerce and Navigation 
are refior'd, the Glory and Strength of our Ifle : Where- 
by we are deliver'd from fruitlefs Toils and foreign 
Enbarsafments: Our Interefts cofffin’d to the Situation 
of our Country ; and all the Ob/fructions, that may re- 
tard or Jeflen cur future Happinefs, pe entirely into 
our own Power to cure and remove them. But that a 
generous Regard for the Repofe and Liberties of Exrcpe 
may never lofe its proper Place in our Minds, by on | 
next to the Care of our Country, we have the ftronge 
Affurances given us, that this General Peace {hall foon 
become Unrverfal ; and that the compleat Settlement of 
‘ Exrope is Near, very Near approaching. 

We hear no more of thofe heavy Burdens and Anti- 
cipations, under which we have fo long Groan’d ; and 
whofe every Demand gave Pain to an Indulgent Mo- 
march, and Mother of Her People. No more Remit- 
tances to Savoy, Spain, Portugal, and other diftant 
Countries ; upon whofe Shores our Veins were emptied, 
without any opts or Profpeét of a Refource. On the 
other hand, we have now a fair Opportunity offer’d 
us of Reimburfing our felves, by the only way that 


the wifefl Management could find ouf for us, by x, 
Advantages of Trade and Commerce ; which are ‘yo, 
freely Open'd to every Britif Merchant : And anamp\, 
Provifictt is miade, for che Enlarging and Employme;, 
of our Naval Force; fo that the Pleaty of other N,, 
tions and Climes lies within our Reach, and may |,

fection; and cut our felves off from that Commo) 
Head, in which ss the Breath of our Life, and wher 
there is no irregular Motion or Diforder, bur all tha 
collected Spirit, Vigor, and Uniformity, which rendey 
it the Strength and Ornament of a found, beaurify’ 
and undefild Body Politick, Let.us not fuffer our J ev. 
pers to be warp d and rufficd, or our Minds to be ¢i- 
verted from this glorious View, by narrow {eiti} 
Confiderations, by the little Difputes of Libcllers aaj 
Pampbhleteers ; whilft we have Points of more Impox- 
tance to employ our Thoughts and fill our Hands, ani 
a Scheme that depends not on the Lye of a Week, ot 
the Rumour of a Day, but is calculated for the Beneiir 
of Pofterity. Let us not enflave our Selves to tl 
riage of Fatlion, or make a Community uncealy, 
for the Ambition of a Few ; nor run Headlong into 
Real Mifchiefs, out of a Diftemper'd Bigotry and Civ 
zy Apprehenfion of Jméginary Dangers. Publick Cred 
is beit fecurd by a fleady Adherence to chat Conii: 
tution, upon whofe Foundations it refts; and bya 
hearty Zeal for the Authority of Parliaments, whence 
their Sanction is deriv’d. Our Liberties are fate, if we 


ufe them within the Bounds of thofe Laws, upon which 


they are Eftablifh’d. The Proteftant Religion can never 
be in danger, fo long as we live up to its Precepts, 
and preferve the Church of England (its beft Barrie) 
firm and immoveable. Nothing can fhake the FLinover 
Succeffion, but an Attempt to divide it from the Ine: 
refts of the prefent Government; to involve it in the 
Difpute of Partics ; and to add to its future Securisy, 
by increafing our prefent Uneafinefs. 

We may be Free, and Sie, and Hippy, if we will 
all heartily join to remove thyfe Diforders, which a long 
War and an Inveterate Faction have introduced: If we 
will adhere to the Conjfitution in Church and Svate, % 
the only unalterable Principle of Unity, in which all 
our Differences can be Reconciled: If we ftick clofe to 
the Law and the Teffimony, and never admit Pir) 
more, but for Judgment and Condemnation. Pofterity 
will never forgive thofe, who. fhall atrempr to Lien 
the Authority of a Good and Gracious Queen, who

the Crown uncafy to Her, afier having worn it fo loug 
for our Sakes, and to make us Happy. Peace at hom 
is now the defirable Blefling in View, and whoevet 


fhall <a it, is a worfe Enemy than any we hive 
= by arepe, and will, we hope, be more eaiily Wc 
uced. 
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
